Stretching from the 
Bow River canal, near Carsland, 
and extending to Ronalane and a 
few miles northeast. of Suffield, 
the district is one of the most arid 
and desolate looking in Alberta. 


BOW RIVER INTAKE 

According to present plans, a 
flume at “Mile-Wide-Flume” would 
be rebuilt and an inverted siphon 
would be constructed over the 
Bow River at that point to set water 
tushing through natural 
and ditches, some of which have 
never conveyed water. 

The area is dotted with potholes 
and depressions, and with regular 
submersions from subsidiary ditches 
to the main canal, it is believed, 
the district would be ideal for hay 
growing and general ranching.

A WHITE MAY DAY 

As between a snow storm and a dust storm 
on May Day, the congratulations are to Edmon- 
ton and central Alberta, as some other points 
in the west can testify to their sorrow. If the 
fluttering flakes seem out of season at this time 
of the year, swirling clouds of dust are never 
timely anywhere; and if seeding is delayed in 
this part of the province, at least the farmer 
knows his land is where he left it last fall. 

Late seeding does not predict a poor harvest. 
Some of the best crops the west ever gathered 
were sown late. It is the weather in mid- 
summer, rather than the time of sowing, that 
determines the yield. And the immediate ad- 
vantage is that no long period can elapse be- 
tween the disappearance of the snow and the 
Starting of the grass and crops. Better a wet 
spring than a dry and windy one; ask the 
people in western Kansas. 


AN OUTSIDE OPINION 

The Saskatoon council declined to invest any 
sinking fund money in Alberta bonds, on the 
ground that Major Douglas’ monetary theories 
are attracting wide attention in this province 
and may be translated into law in one form 
or another. In which case, the inference was 
drawn, the bonds might not be paid. 

It is of course the business of Saskatoon how 
it invests its sinking funds. The council appar- 
ently thinks Alberta bonds are no better than 
Saskatoon bonds, since it is buying neither; 
which also is Saskatoon’s business. 

So far as Alberta is concerned, the opinion 
of the council is interesting chiefly as showing 
what outsiders may be thinking about our pro- 
vincial securities. It has been the proudest 
boast of the present Government of this prov- 
ince that it had maintained the provincial credit 
beyond any question. The opinion of the Sas- 
katoon council is that fourteen years of this 
policy has resulted in a condition so confused 
and chaotic that we haven't any credit left. 


A LIMIT TO DEBTS? 

The double-tragedy at Drumheller originated 
in the attempt of a Police officer to serve a 
summons on a farmer. The suggestion is made 
in despatches that the man had been worried to 
distraction by an accumulation of debt which 
he saw no way of paying.

The trolley bus, he edds, is the 
most econemical vehicle in a city the size of 
Calgary. 

Another recommendation is that the city 
assume the full cost of maintaining tracks and 
pavement, thus relieving the system of the 
obligation to set aside revenue for these pur- 
poses or to increase its debt load by borgow- 
ing for maintainance and replacement. 

Ot immediate interest here is the declaration 
that the 10 cent cash fare should be continued 
in Calgary, with the four-tickets-for-a-quarter 
modification. In Edmonton this schedule of 
charges has been abandoned to the degree that 
2 book of twenty tickets is sold for a dollar, 
establishing a five cent fare for book-buyers.

“Your distinguished mother was very young 
when you were born,” commented the judge. 

William Blaesdell Cameron, sole male sur- 
vivor of the massacre at Frog Lake just over 
fifty years ago, and author of “When Fur Was 
King” and “The War Trail of Big Bear’—now 
running a drug.store at Lac la Biche and plan- 
ning to sell out and go trading into the Great 
Bear Lake country, was in town last week, and 
we lunched together. This spry youth of over 
seventy with wit and step as light as a man 
of twenty, told me an interesting story. Bob 
Davis once wrote it up for the New York Sun. 
It was of how Cameron lost a chance to buy for 
a mere $15 the gold watch of the late Charles 
Dickens. Inside ‘the case was engraved the 
famous author’s name. Attached to the chain 
was a small gold locket, containing a miniature 
of Mrs. Dickens and a braid of her hair. 

Said Mr. Cameron: “You can imagine my 
reflections as I held this precious relic in my 
hands. The Christmas Carol, Domber and Son, 
David Copperfield, Oliver Twist, Tiny Tim, 
Scrooge—the tales my mother had read to me 
as a child, all rose before me.” 

The watch was in the possession of a half- 
breed, Alfred Schmidt, while Mr. Cameron was 
still a prisoner of the Crees. It had been be- 
queatned by Charles Dickens to his son, Capt. 
Francis J. Dickens, then officer in charge of the 
R.N.W.M.P. force at Fort Pitt. A threat was 
made to massacre the little force and the in- 
habitants of Fort Pitt, but Dickens and his men 
managed to withdraw, escorting every man, 
woman and child in Fort Pitt to a point of 
safety. In the excitement of the evacuation the 
watch had been left behind and was seized by 
the Indians and half-breeds who looted the 
place. 

Now I must let Mr. Cameron resume his 
story. He said: “The watch of Charles Dickens 
was in my hand. The red men were chanting 
death songs by the camp fires. The blood of 
white men was on the ground. 

“*T give you for fifteen dollars’, said Schmidt. 
But I could not buy -the timepiece of Mr. Pick- 
wick. It was not for the prisoner-pauper to 
acquire the priceless jewel. Into the hands of 
the half-breed I returned the timepiece ten- 
derly and turned away sick at heart.” 


After two monihs of captivity, Mr. Cameron 
was freed by the victory of General Strange 
and the Alberta Field Force over Big Bear and 
his braves at the battle of Frenchman’s Butte 
on the night of June 1, 1885. The watch was 
eventually returned to Capt. Dickens, who left 
the force after the campaign was over and died 
the folowing year at Minneapolis. 

During part of his eventful life Mr. Cameron 
tried his hand at newspaper work with some 
success. Bob Davis, one of the world’s great 
reporters with a roving commission from the 
New York Sun to go anywhere he pleases, was 
—he himself records it—-a penny-a-liner hawk- 
ing his wares round the newspaper offices when 
Mr. Cameron was editor of Field and Stream 
at New York thirty-five years ago. Still active 
and finding a zest in life, Mr. Cameron has re- 
cently completed some sketches for the Cana- 
1 Broadcasting Commission, and is arranging 
he publication of am American edition of 
“The War Trail of Big Bear.” In addition to 
the Cree tongue, he is one of the few men liv- 
ing who can speak the old Indian sign language 
--a much more rapid, eloquent and expressive 


form of speech than the deaf and dumb sign, 


language.

Distended Abdomen 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY , 


To distend meens to expand, inflate, swell 
or stretch and when the abdomen is distended, 
the affected part is larger than usual and upon 
placing the fingers over it, it will seem puffed 
out like an inflated balloon. The patient gen- 


erally calls it bloating. Since so many letters _ 


ask questions about this sub- 
ject, I believe it a good plan 
to devote today’s article to 
explajning some of the causes 
of what the doctor calls 
abdominal distention. 

Distention may be present 
all of the time over an ex- 
tended period ir. which case 
it is called chronic, or it may 
appear for only a short time, 
when it is termed acute. It 
may affect a large part of the 
abdomen, or only some small part. It is due 
to an unusual accumulation of gas, fluids, or 
solid material. 

The most common cause is a filling of the 
lower part of the intestinal tract with excessive 
gas. The gas may collect in such quantities that 
the skin is stretched tight as a drum. . The 
abdomen seems hard instead of soft, and tapping 
on it with the fingers calls forth a characteristic 
dull sound something similar to that heard 
when a drum is struck. If the patient is slender, 
with little fat ov ‘r the abdomen, it is possible 
to tell what part of the intestine is stretched by 
the gas, since it.will stand out from the rest 
of the abdomen. The excessive gas may also 
occur in the stomach during attacks of indiges- 
tion, in which case the signs are most notice- 
able on the left side. If enough gas accumulates 
it will press against the heart, pushing that 
organ upward. The heart rate may become 
more rapid and, in fact, palpitation or rapid 
beating of the heart commonly accompanies 
stomach gas. When the flatulence occurs chiefly 
in the lower right hand side it may lead the 
patient to believe that he has appendicitis. 

Distention may or may not be accompanied 
by pain. If pain is noticeable it is likely to 
be colicky or to occur in short, sharp cramps. 
Often, actual pain is absent although the patient 
is aware of a sensation of fulness or distress. 

In rare cases, abdominal distention may be 
the result of an accumulation of fluid, termed 
ascites. A far more common cause of distention 
is that produced by intestinal sluggishness. If 
this is the cause, prompt relief will foliow the 
use of the enema and the abdomen will then 
regain its normal flatness. 

From the information I have given you, I 
bélieve you will realize that the treatment to be 
used to overcome distention must depend upon 
the cause. 

Temporary relief may usually be secured in 
those cases due to excessive gas or constipation, 
by taking the warm enema and by using hot 
applications over the entire abdomen. The 
easiest way to use the hot applications at home 
is to dip a folded bath towel in water as hot as 
can be borne, wring slightly and apply the 
towel to the abdominal area. Change towels 
every two or three minutes, using a fresh hot 
one, but be sure that the water is not hot enough 
to cause burning of the skin. The heat feels 
good and the patient is grateful for it. 

If most of the distention is in the stomach, 
use the hot towels and take baking soda in a 
glass of warm water. A small amount of soda 
taken occasionally affords a temporary relief 
but if you find it necessary to take soda too 
often, the best plan is not to try to use a home 
treatment, but to go to your doctor for an ex- 
amination. You will then find out what is 
causing your symptoms and can undertake a 
treatment to remove the cause.

DISTRIBUTE BENEFITS 

Editor Bulletin: Many people 
are thinking of ways to better 
our deplorable economic condi- 
tion. Before we settle on a plan 
we should learn the cause of our 
trouble. Those of us who ad- 
vocate Social Credit as a solution 
believe our trouble is lack of 
purchasing power. 

Under our system of produc- 
tion and distribution, there flows 
two streams, one the purchasing 
power consisting of cost of raw 
materials, pay roll for processing, 
transportation and merchandis- 
ing. The other stream is the re- 
tail price stream. This is the 
price the consumers pay for the 
finished product, Any reform 
that does not balance the flow 
of these two streams will fail, 

There is. but two ways to 
accomplish the task; one is to cut 
out some of the things going into 
the retail price stream, so that 
more goods can come over the 
retail counter for the consumer's 
dollar. The other is to distribute 
more purchasing power. Social 
Credit will do both. The just 
price will accomplish the first, 
and the basic dividend, the sec- 
ond Wise statesmanship' will 
solve the problem. 

Our trouble has been develop- 
ing since the beginning of the 
machine system of production. 
The more efficient the machine 
became, the faster the purchasing 
power diminished artificial p.wer 
and labor-saving machinery is an 
inheritance belonging to all the 
people. The benefits must be dis- 
tributed to all the people before 
we can equate the two streams, 
and be able to distribute the ma- 
chine-made goods.

DRUGLESS PHYSICIANS 
BARRED 


Editor Bulletin: Part time 
medical instructors upon the staff 
of the University hospital, who 
may not give more than one to 
three hours, per day, in service 
to this institution, are permitted 
to maintain a complete monopoly 
of the prestige of the University, 
to advance their own private 
practice and interests. All other 
physicians, including many mem- 
bers of the regular medical pro- 
fession, and all classes of drugless 
physicians, duly examined and 
licensed undér the laws of this 
province, are denied the right to 
use the University clinic or hos- 
pital, in the interests of heir 
patients, all of whom must con- 
tribute their share of taxes, to 
the maintenance of this institu- 


tion. 
The Edmonton city hospital 
and all other hospitals, in this 


and other cities and towns, in the 
Province of Alberta, likewise 
deny the right, to all classes of 
drugless physicians, duly exam- 
ined by the medical professors 
at the University of Alberta and 
licensed under the laws of the 
province, to use such hospitals in 
their own, or their patient's in- 
terests. 

When this matter 
upon, by the members of the 
Edmonton Hospital Board, re- 
garding the acceptance of the 
application of an _ osteopathic 
physician, to join the staff of that 
institution, three of the four La- 
bor members, upon that board 
voted against the application, in 
spite of the fact tha the osteo- 
pathic physician in question was 
a member of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of «.l- 
berta, the duly authorized Med- 
ical Association of this province. 
One good lady, Labor member 
alone, with a keen sense of jus- 
tice and fair-play, supported the 
application. 

This nefarious regulation is en- 
forced by a foreign professional 
corporation, the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons of the U.S.A. 
with head offices located in Chi- 
cago, Illinois, It is in direct 
abrogation of the laws of the 
Province of Alberta, to which the 
government of this province has 


was voted 


given its apparent approval, by 
authority of the Ministry of 
Health 

The Social Credit convention, 


held in Edmon‘on, April 25, in- 
serted a plank in their platform, 
to the effect, that citizens of this 
province were entitled to choose 
their physicians, from any class 
of physicians, licensed under the 
laws of the province, to practice 
the Healing Art.

On April 28, 1934, Mr. R. T 
Elliott, K.C, supported this con- 
tention; and in part stated, 
“There would not seem to be any 
distinction possible between 
wage fixing and price fixing 
except as to interest rates, these 
being placed under Dominion 
control by the constitution.” 

This statement was supported 
by reference to Privy Council, 
Lymburn vs. Mayland, 1932, 
appeal cases. 

Lord Atkin in writing reasons, 
said: 

“A Dominion company consti- 
tuted with powers to carry on a 
particular business is subject to 


the competent legislation of the | 


province as to that business and 
may find its special activities 
completely paralized as by leg- 
islation against drink traffic or 
by the laws as to holding land. 
If it is formed to trade in secur- 
ities there appears no reason why 
it should not be subject to the 
competent laws of the province 
as to the business of all persons 
who trade in securities.’ When 
the heavy smoke has cleared 
away a little, you will probably 
have time to again consider the 
fact that the welfare of the 
majority of the man-power of this 
province-——not only the down and 
out—but the essential business 
men whose welfare is dependent 
on continued business conditions 
is involved in this issue 
The fact that factory plant is 
not working to capacity is just 
as much unemployment as idle 
men are—in fact it is not only 
idle but it is waste for taxation, 
capital cosis and many overhead 
expenses keep right on growing, 
in just the same manner as up- 
keep expenditures continue 
ageinst a consumer who is not 
restoring the displacement he

To 
ship this same bushel of wheat 
to France we would have to add

the freight to France from Ed- 
monton, and also a $1.50 duty, 
which would amount te $2.54 
bushe! 

We cannot pay the duty and 
compete with other countries 
So Mr. Deachman’'s argument is, 
precisely, to keep our products 
home and glut the market, and 
at the same time lift the duty 
from imports from these same 
countries that have an exorbitant 
duty against us and let them 


dump their products in here, and 
we with an already glutlted mar- 
ket, with no money to buy theiy 
products. One can see the fallacy 
of such an argument. 

What advantage would it 
to this country to lower the 
tariff on those countries who 
have an exorbitant duty against 
us’? This is a question I would 
like Mr, Deachman to answer 
for my own infermation, [| am 
not a believer in high tariff, but 
I am a be.wever in equalization 
of the tariff question. “Equal 
rights to all and special privileges 
to none” is a good motto. And I 
do not think any other country 
has any right to any special 
privileges over our own country,

We have an overplus of aca- 
demic intellectuals and a horde 
of voters not trained to think; 


all, thanks to the village school- 
master and nostrums, are being 
dressed up in fancy costumes and 
paraded for the voters to take 
their choice of pirates, Philistines, 
Pharisees, Puritans, politicians, 
publicists, with the main idea of 
making packhorses out of the 
common people. 

Don't waste your time listening 
to any man not willing to sacrifice 
some personal wealth or position 
for the good of the whole, or who 
intends to reimburse himself if he 
gets into power,

LT.-GOVERNOR 
TELLS OF TALK 
WITH EMPEROR 


His Honor W. L. Walsh 
Impressed With Visit 
To Japan 


Warm in his praise of Japanese 
hospitality and of the beauties of 
Nippon and of the graciousness of 
the. Emperor of Japan, with whom 
he had the exceptional honor of 
having an audience, His Honor Lt.- 
| Gov, W. L. Walsh arrived home on 
| Wednesday from a several months’ 
| trip to the Orient, 


| Interviewed at his government 
house office on Thursday, His 
Honor recalled the thrills attend~ 


ant upon his audience with the Em- 


peror. 

“There was plenty of ceremony 
accompanying the audience,” he 
|said. “Prior to going to the Ine 
perial Palace, | was supplied with 


a diagram, showing that part of the 
palace through which | was to pass 
to reach the Emperor 

“Tl was also provided with type 
written instructions as to my pro- 
gress to the Emperor and of the 
ceremony accompanying each stage 
| of the advance. [ was accompanied 
to the palace by Hon, Herbert Mare 
ler, Canadian envoy to Japan.” 

His Honor then displayed the dia« 
gram and the typewritten instruc~ 
tions, which showed points at which 
bows were to be made and the in- 
structions stated that the Emperor 
would indicate when the audience 
was finished. 

Hiy Honor declared that he spent 
half an hour in the palace 
and about five minutes with the 
Emperor, The Emperor, about 35 
years old, spoke fluent English, but 
conversed in Japanese through the 
medium of an interpreter, He asked 
His Honor how long he had been 
in Japan; how he was enjoying 
himself and expressed the hope he 
would see much of the interior of 
the country 


TAXI CABS CHEAP 

His Honor was impressed with 
the cheapness of taxi cabs in Japan, 
He engaged one for two hours and 
was charged only the equivalent of 
9 cents, The autos are mostly of 
U. S. manufacture, although the 
Japs now are making cars of their 
lown, mostly along the lines of the 
“Baby” Austin. He saw little un- 
employment, which he attributed, to 
the absence of labor-saving devices. 
Roads are excellent and mostly 
hard-surfaced

: Germany, according to reports circulated in London, Paris and Rome, is manufacturing many new and terrible war weapons: bullets that penetrate armor plate six inches 
thick; rotative guns, with five barrels firing a thousand rounds a minute; stratosphere rockets, radio-operated, and charged with high-explosive poison gas and germs; “Z” rays, to 
provide an “invisible wall” against France; and machine guns, weighing only eighteen pounds, and firing 600 rounds a minute. Such devastating devices would make the reich safe 


from all enemies. But she does not feel secure. She heeds her military propagandists, who watn of deadly modern horror inventions in foreign countries, and fearfully prepares her 
Civilians against enemy attacks from the air.
